In spite of the quiet which prevailed al- 


moat up to the caucus, town meeting is 
not to come and go without a good deal 
of activity in carUIo directions. Select- 
man George H, Prlodle, who was defeated 
in the caucus by L. C, Torrey, has decided 
to meet his opponent tigain at the polls. 
He has consequently tafcen out nomina- 
tion papers and la in the field, The race 
between him and Mr. Torrey tor the of- 
fice will be a lively one. Both are capa- 
ble and popular, both have done good ser- 
vice in the office and both have many 
friends who are friends of both. For sev- 
eral reasons, however, the strife for elec- 
tion will be particularly earneaf and not 
a stone will be left unturned by either 
candidate. Mr. Torrey is a Republican 
and Mr. Prmdle is a Democrat, but party 
politics does not cut much of a figure m 
town elections and BO there is a good 
fighting chance for each, with Mr. Torrey 
having the advantage of the regular nom- 
ination, which with many voters counts 
for considerable. 


The race between these two candidates 


will be the-feature of the campaign, 
which, however, will not lack other ele- 
ments of interest. The hunt for the office 
of constable is amusing, no less than three 
candidates, Frank Morse, A. L. Maaoi 
and Mr. Harrington, being in the field on 
nomination papers. B. F. Bridges will 
run for the office of sewer commissioner 
on nomination papers against M. P. Lally, 
the caucus nominee, and C. II. King will 
run in the same way against Dr. Galviti 
of Blackinton for member of the board of 
health for two year j. Mr. King was ap- 
pointed sscretary of the board three 
weeks ago to llll the vacancy caused by 
the death of Or. Smith, with the under- 
standing that bis name would be pre- 
sented to the caucus for nomination. By j 
an oversight his name was not proposed 
andDr.GaHia WBB nominated without 
opposition.

chagrined over tueir mistake that they 
insisted OD getting out papers and placing 
him in the race, to which pian he reluc- 
tantly consented.

for town auditor, but aa he 13 a member 
of the board of registrars he cannot nold 
the office. He hnvs tbeietore withdrawn, 
and Carl Smith has been placed in the 
field on nomination papers. Mr. Smith 
is a young mm of good character and 
ability and will be elected without appo- 
sition.
